_to its expediency? It is said, that our present 
Societies are not adequate to the wants of our 
\country. This I readily acknowledge. But 
| perhaps they might be by a little etiort, roused 
| to more etlective measures. The question is 
| however, Will a national Society meet those 
wants? Will men contribute more to a Do- 
| mestic mission, merely because it is national? 
| | doubt whether they will contribute so much. 
| The object will be more distant, and their 
| Views of it less vivid. They will also, some of 
| them, be more fearful tiat their appropriations 
| will be embezzled; at least, many who now 
give to secure the reputation of liberality, will 
, make such a pleaas a :loak for their parsimo- 
jny. Itisto be remembered also, that man is 
| asympathizing being. The most liberal dona- 
| tions are often the resalts of sympathy. Buta 
national Society is notso well adapted to awak- 
,en the sympathies of our nature, as those So- 
| cieties Which are now in operation. This is 
| manifest from the fact, that a man cannot so 
} well know the exact objects to @hich his con- 
| tribations will be appropriated. But suppose 
| turds might be better obtained for a national 
| Society, than for our present Societies. It may 
still be asked, of what use can itbe? For the! 
| Societies now iu operation cannot obtain a suf- 
ficient number of missionaries to exhaust their 
ffunds. I am sensible that it may be said, men

MEETING ON NEW YVEAR’S BDAY: 

Anong the nalives of Raiate a, one of the Soctety 
Ksiands. 

On the Ist of Jan. 1824, was held a general meeting 
of the inhabitants of Raistea, the object of which was 
to excite each other to ** love & good works” through 
the ensuing 


year. On this occasion many of the na-

A native named Prxeanve, stood up and 
said—** Friends, we are here assembled in uni- 
ty andlove. And why? because the sun has 
risen upon us, and the darkness has fled away 
let us now, therefore, be diligent in the light, 
and return no more to the work of darkness.” 

Ariicta (a deacon) spoke as follows:— 
‘Brethren and sisters, we have arrived to 
another new year. Shall we increase or de- 
crease? (i.e. asa church.) If we increase, it 
willbe well; but if we decrease, it will be bad. 
Through the grace of God we are spared to 
another year; but let us remember, the tree 
that does not bear fruit will becutdown. The 
fruitful tree alane is valued by its Lord.” 

Ture said—* We are now safe in the net.

Col. Samuel Harris, of Pittsylvania, Virginia, was 
converted and called to preach abont the year 1758 
on which he quit all his honorary and lucrative of- 
fices, and applied himself to ihe work of an evangelist 
A train of seriousness followed him, and a number of 
years he was more blessed of God than any man in the 
southern states. His preaching was not much fraught 
with the wisdom of man, but so full of simplicity, 
zea), and the Holy Ghost, that judgement and eiernity 
would seem to be present before himself and his bearers 
His heart was se full of burning love to the souls of 
men, chat hisdomestic concerns fell into derangement, 
while he was seeking to pluck them as brands out of the 
fire. Finding, at length, the absolute need of providing 
more grain for his family than his plantatio. had pro- 
duced, he went to a man, (whose name I do not retain) 
who owed him a sum of money, and addressed him thus: 

Harris. Sir, | would be vesy glad if you would let 
me have a little money. 

Man. Mz. Harris, ] have no money by me, and 
therefore cannot oblige you. 

H. I want the money to purchase wheat for my 
family; as you have raised a good crop of wheat, I 
will take that article of you, instead ef the money, at 
a current price.

He therefore wrote a receipt in full 
of all accounts which he had against the man, and dating 
it in the woods where Jesus entered bail, he signed it 
with his own name.

And when we turn our eyes to the Sandwich Is- 
lands, we caunot but exclaim, ‘** What hath God 
wrought!’’
